German Trade After the War 


Notwithstanding that Germany has 
been decisively beaten in the war, 
and has been forced to submit to a 
most humiliating armistice amounting 
to all intents and purposes to an un- 
conditional surrender; nothwithstand- 
ing that the German army is being 
disbanded and conscription abandon- 
ed; notwithstanding that the big Ger- 
man navy made the most despicable 
surrender in the history of the world, 
the entire fleet being meekly handed 
over without firing a shot despite all 
the German boastings and toastings 
to “The Day,’ and now awaits what- 
ever disposition the Allies finally de- 
cide upon; notwithstanding that Ger- 
many’s Merchant marine is largely in 
the hands of the Allies; notwith- 
standing. that the Kaiser has been 
dethroned, the militarist party over- 
thrown, and a republic set up; not- 
withstanding that chaos approaching 
anarchy. reigns throughout Germany 
—notwithstanding all these things, 
and that Germany will be faced with 
a huge war debt of its own and the 
obligation of paying billions of dol- 
lars to the Allies in reparation for 
destruction caused and in war indem- 
nities, it would be a mistake to im- 
agine that Germany will not. make a 
desperate attempt to retrieve’ its los- 
ses and again assume a large place 
in the trade and commercial activi- 
ties of the world. 


7 Handicapped as Germany is. with 
i disorder and almost ruin at home, 
‘a and detested, even hated, by the 


world abroad, the master minds of 
that country are already engaged in 
planning for the capture of a goodly 
portion: of the world’s trade after the 
peace treaty is signed and. interna- 
tional relations and trade and com- 
merce return to normal peace time 
conditions. Germany is under no de- 
lusion as to the world situation which 
has developed against her, nor of the 
magnitude of the task ahead in re- 
covering her former strong position. 
Nevertheless she is - preparing to 


tackle the problem, and even during 


the war was making preparations for 
it.

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Those who kept close in touch 
with German propaganda in 
during the war, says a writer in a 
United States paper, have never had 


any doubt that it was designed as 


much to secure the position of Ger-| 


many in that country after the war, 
as to maintain its neutrality in the 
war. And as tlie war went on, the 
former objective increased in impor- 
fance and became the chief concern 
of the Gérmans. “As one nation after 
another forsook its neutrality, and 
entered thie struggle on the side of the 
Allies, Germany realized that one 
door after another was being closed 
to her in the matter of unrestricted 
trade development after the war. 
Hence their determination to secure 
and maintain in Spain a jumping-off 
ground for the great reconstruction 
policy they had in view when peace 
was declared. 

Without going into details, it may 
be stated that Germany has secured 
a strong.and far-reaching trade foot- 
hold in Spain. A well organized sys- 
tem has been created for the handl- 
ing’ of German-made goods through 
Spain and other ~ neutral countries, 
and forcing them through these chan- 
nels all over the world. These goods 


will thus be camouflaged as other 
than German products. ‘ 
Already the great »Krupp works, 


‘which during the war were given over 
entirely to war purposes, are turning 
out locomotives at the rate of one a 
day, and it is stated that a sufficient 
supply of iron ore from Alsace-Lor- 
raine and Sweden is on hand to en- 
able manufacture to proceed apace 
for many months, and that an output 
of 600 locomotives a year is quite 
possible. Thus is Germany already 
preparing, 

Another factor which must be con- 
sidered is, that while wages and costs 
of production will remain high 
throughout the British Empire, the 
United States, and other countries 
under the better living conditions 
which are upon us, the very necessi- 
ties of the German® people will lead 
to long working hours and compara- 
tively low wages, thus enabling the 
German manufacturer to produce 
goods more cheaply than can his con® 
petitors in Allied countries, 

German finance and German trade 
and commerce has always supported 
and been the niainstay of German 
militarism. By the might of German 
militarism new and larger territories 
were to be won in order that Ger- 
man industry might flourish and 
German trade be extended. Ger- 
many had its eye on the raw mater- 
ials of the world, and profitable mar- 
kets to exploit for the sale of Ger- 
man-made goods. To the extent that 
Germany siteceeds in winning back 
her old world trade, she will again 
become a menace to the peace of the 
world. The Hun has been defeated 
this time, but. the Hun has not chang- 
ed his nature nor .his: methods, 

There is one course for the people 
of the Allied nations to. adopt, It is 
a policy of self-protection just as 
truly as was the waging of the war 
against Germany. It is for the peo- 
ple of all civilized nations to resolve 
and grimly determine that never 
again will they buy a German-made 
article. Germans do not bélieve our 
people will do this, As Herr Bauer, 
a director of Krupps, stated recently: 
“Trade is trade and people will buy 
and people will sell.” The democra- 
tic, liberty-loving people of this gen- 
eration should determine that they, 
at all events, will not buy from Ger- 
many, nor purchase any German- 
made article, no matter from what 
source it may come,

A Policy Pursued by the Local Gov- 
, €@rnment of Manitoba which De- 
serves the Highest Com. 
mendation 
(By W. W. Fraser, Live Stock Com- 
missioncr). 

I have reference to the scheme 
known (and at one time much ridicul- 
ed) as “The Cow Scheme.” This plan 
is being operated under an Act passed 
by the present Government at the 
Session of 1916, and was adopted be- 
cause of conditions that existed in 
some of the outlying districts of the 
Provitice, where*the struggling  set- 
tler was known to be working tinder 
extreme disadvantages, his means not 
permitting him to purchase, in some 
instances , even one cow, and where 
force of circumstances meant that in 
order that he might receive enough 
gagrey to keep his family supplied 
ee the absolute necessities of ‘life, 
he was obliged to seek employment 
fishing on the lakes during the win- 
ter months, and again was often 
forced to return to the city during the 
summer months and labor: Particu- 

‘larly was this true of the settlers be- 
tween Lakes Manitoba and Winnipeg, 
Where the majority of the cows fur- 
nished under this policy have been 
placed. It will be readily seen that 
these conditions necessitated the ab- 
sence from home of the bread-winner 


during the greater portion of the year} 


and as a consequence his family were 
deprived of his influence and parental 
care, and the required improvements 
on the homestead had to be foregone. 
Very-often this family was forced to 
“live in a. one-roomed 
scarcely any improvemcnts on 
homestead. 

The above scheme permitted these 
Settlers to receive from the Govern-

? ae necessary to meet the require- 
jments.of the province in the years 
1912 and 1913, there was an-exporta- 
tion during _the year 1918, of 175 
cars of butter and the above mention- 
ed act is unquestionably very largely 
responsible for this change, the bene- 
fit to the country from which will be 
The consumer at 
large is a direct beneficiary, as beyond 
a doubt the price of butter has been 
regulated by this vast increase of the 
product.

The outcome is 
expected to be a very hcavy loss to 
the depositors, whose dcposite aggre- 
gate about $1,439,964. The menace 
of a banking system which permits 
banks to be started on very small 
capital could searcely be more effec- 
tively illustrated than by this occur- 
rence in Minnesota. 

At the recent convention of the 
United Farmers of Alberta a resolu- 
tion was passed im favor of petition- 
ing the Dominion government 
sanction the establishment of local 
banks with provincial charters.

Safe Retreat for Kaiser 


Pan Germans Say Government Must 
Furnish Protection 

Berlin. — Fhe German. national as- 
sembly or the Ebert government is 
in honor bound to furnish a safe re- 
treat on German soil for former Em- 
peror William and his wife, according 
to a proclamation adopted by the 
pan-German league at a meeting held 
at Bamberg, Bavaria. The proclama- 
tion further demands that political re- 
sponsibility for the suicidal armistice 
of November 11 be definitely fixed 
and the guilty partics expelfed from 
the public service. 

The proclamation of the pan-Ger- 
mans, who apparently learn nothing 
or forget nothing, begins with the 
accusation that the collapse of Ger- 
many was due “solely to traitors 
among our own people, who are 
openly boasting of their achieve- 
ments; and also to’ lack of courage 
and determination on the part of men 
at the head of-the national govern- 
ment and the governments of the fed- 
erated states who failed to stem the 
tide of revolution. The pan-Germans 
announce they ‘have no confidence in 
the new government and that they do 
not believe that the present form of 
government is sufficient for the needs 
of the German people. ; 

At their meeting the pan-Germans 
gave General Ludendorff, former 
chief assistant to Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, a vote of gratitude and 
absolved him from the “momentous 
measures he was forced to adopt -at 
the end of his military career.” 

The declaration is signed by well 
known pan-German political, indus- 
trial and military leaders,

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New Germany Fears 
Fall of Government 


London. — The possible fall of the 
German government is reported in 
numerous special despatches recciv- 
ed from Berlin. The members of 
the governm-nt have arrived at Ber- 
lin to consult with the workmen's 
council, and a manifesto has been is- 
sued. All the correspondents 
port the situation is grave. 

Berlin. — The government has is- 
sucd a long manifesto from Weimar, 
denouncing the terrorist attempts to 
get rid of the national assembly, It 
proclaims faithfulness to the princi- 
ples of democracy. 

“Greater than the political danger 
is the economic distress,” says the 
manifesto. “We cannot feed oursel- 
ves from our own supplies until the 
next harvest. ‘The blockade is cating 
away the vitalg of our people. Thou- 
sands perish daily from ill-nourish- 
ment.” + 

The manifesto denounces strikes, 
saying: “Lvery strike brings us a 
step nearer to the abyss.. Only work 
can save us. 4 

“The manifesto promises the social- 
ization of suitable industries and the 
establishemtn of industrial council’s 
representatives ef all the workers and 
freely elected. It closes with a strong 
note, asserting the determination of 
the government to wage relentless 
war against terrorism, concluding: 

“Whoever assails the life of the na- 
tion is. our enemy,” 


Facts of Importance 


Which Will Have Weight in Deter- 
--~ mining Future Arctic Activities 

Ottawa. — The landing of Storker 
Stork¢rson and his party on the 
northern coast of Alaska, after float- 
ing for seven months on an ice pack 
in unknown. Polar seas, is considered 
of first importance by’ Vilhpalmar 
Stefansson, commander of the Cana- 
dian Arctic expedition. Several im- 
portant facts are established as an 
outcome of the re-entry into civiliza- 
tion at Fort Yukon, Alaska, of Stork- 
erson, which will have great weight 
in determining future Arctic activities, 
according to the statement of Mr. 
Stefansson when interviewed by the 
Canadian Press. 

Mr. Stefansson said that three out- 
standing facts -were established by 
the landing of the ice explorers; 

First, that the generally accepted 
theory among Polar explorers and 
geographers that an ocean current 
flowing westward parallel to the 
coast of Alaska and Siberia existed, is 
discredited. ‘f : 

Secondly, that the so-called Kean- 
an’s land, which is marked on all 
modern Polar charts somewhere in 
the region of 74 degrees_north lati- 
tude anf 140 degrees west longitude, 
is non-existent. 

Thirdly, it is a final demonstration 
of the soundness of Mr. Stefansson’s 
claim that food supplies from the 
outside may be dispensed with in 
Arctic expeditionary work, a constant 
source of food always being available 
in the form of seal and Polar bear 
meat.

Appeals to Ge.. —: Revolutionary 
Government for Funds 

Weimar. — The former German 
emperor, it is learned from compe- 
tent sources, recently appealed to the 
German revolutionary government for 
moncy. It was said, in his behalf, 
that it was impossible for the former 
eimperor to continue living upon the 
bounty and good will of the Dutch 
nobleman in wavs. castle he now re 
sides. 

Herr Hohenzollern, it is said, de- 
clared he already had been forced to 
borrow 40,000 yu. at his host 
and could not continue as a debtor, 
He asked that he be allowed at Icast 
a portion of his private fortune. 

The government, after considering 
the matter, agreed to the former 
ruler’s request and instituted a de- 
tailed investigation to determine what 
portion of the former emperor’s for- 
tune really was his and what portion 
belonged to the government. Investi- 
gation showed that the former ruler 
might. legally claim 75,000,000 marks 
as his own, but the government de- 
cided to allow him temporarily only 
600,000 marks to mcet present ° in- 
debtedness and future expenses. 

The correspondcnt’s informant, in 
calling attention to the devclopment, 
declared it put an end to rumors that 
the former empcror had been able to 
take large sums of money with him 
when he fled into Holland. 


British Expedition Heid Out 


Sir Percy Sykes Held Shiraz for 
Three Years Against all Odds | 
London. — The forces under Brig- 
adier-General Sir Percy Sykes, who 
advanced into Persia toward Shiraz, 
in southwestern Persia near the Per- 
sian Gulf, three years ago, were re- 
lieved last month by other British 
forces sent from India, according to 
an announcement in the house of 
lords by Earl Curzon. Early in 1916 
General Sykes was sent tb southern 
Persia to raise a force of Persian 
rifles to replace the mutinous gen- 
darmerie, At the head of only 500 
men and two light guns, General 
Sykes, Lord Curzon said, made an ad- 
venturous march through hostile ter- 
ritory and eventually established him- 
self at Shiraz. y 
During the years in Shiraz, before 
the relief force came, General Sykes 
created a Persian force of 6,000 men 
led by. British oinec:» and strengthen- 
ed by 800 Indian troops. Gencral 
Sykes and his force were in constant 
danger from hostile tribes and the 
machinations of Turkish and German 
agents but he managed to keep 
splendid control of the situation.

Hunger Typhus .in Moscow 


Famine Is Made Worse by Lack of 
Medicine ie 

Paris, — The soviet government in 
Moscow is now regulating the nuniber 
of baths each person is permitted to 
take in the various public and private 
bathing places, and for this purpose 
has divided: the population into three 
categories, according to French refu- 
gees arriving here from Russia. 

Those in the first category are al- 
lowed to bath¢d twice a month, it is 
said, and those in the second cate- 
gory once a month, while those in 
the third category never. 

The cost of food in Russia is de- 
clared to be prohibitive when food 
can be obtained and a famine, made 
worse by lack of medicine, was reign- 
ing in Moscow when the French left. 
The. Bolsheviki call it the “hunger 
typhus,” and it claims from two 
thousand to three thousand victims 
daily. } P 

Premier Lenine, the refugees say, 
is not affected by the food problem. 
Lenine had plenty to eat, and his bill 
for fruit and vegetables in a recent 
month amounted to 60,000 roubles,

New Mines Opened 
Output of Coal inuAlberta- Is In- 
creasing 4 

Edmonton. Alta. -- Some interest- 
ing figures have been compiled by 
John T. Stirling, chief inspector of 
mines for Alberta, showing the output 
of coal in the province during the 
past yéar and showing its relation to 
that produced in all Canada. During 
the year the consumption of coal. in 
Canada was 37,237,065 tons, of which 
22,057,065 tons were imported from 
the United States and of that 2,559,- 
041 tons were imported into Western 
Canada. 

During the year 6,148,620 tons of 
coal were produced in Alberta, 100,- 
470 tons of briquettes, 32,858 tons of 
coke and 9,898 tons of shale for the 
making of bricks. There were 7,687 
tons of bricks sold. There were, dur- 
ing the year 1918, 317 coal mines in 
operation in the provinee of Alberta, 
and two copper ore mines and two 
shale mines. 

Seventy new mines were opened 
during the year, also as well as nine 
which were re-opened, Offsetting this 
to a certain extent there were 71 
abandoned. 

It is interesting to note that to 
operate these mines on an average 
2,633 persons above ground and 6,144
